START HUNT 
FOR FOSSILS 


Smithsonian Men to Dig 
Up Ancient Graves Found 
at Point Magu 
[EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH) 

VENTURA, Oct. 19.—D. J. 
Rogesr and John P. Harrington, 
Smithmsonian men, Nave laid out 
the lines for the trenches that will 
mark the scientific survey and 
investigation of the ancient burial 
ground at Point Magu. 

The rancheria there has not 
been inhabited by Indians for a 
hundred years, but what gives the 
place its scientific value is the fact 
that the steam shovel] cutting down 
sixteen .feet or more for the new 
highway, opened succeasive strata 
| proving conclusively that men were 
buried there at least 7000 years 
ago. Successive burials took place 
one on top of another as was the 
ancient custom. 

In the lowest strata, bones are 
thoroughly fossilized by chemical 
action. They are mingled with 
those of elephants, mastvdons, 
pterodactyls and molluscs of a type 
that have disappeared. Archaeol- 
ogists consider this one of the 


most valuable finds ever made on 
the Pacific Coast.

It was announced by the district 
directors at the time the new 
tax rate was fixed that it would 
have the effect of bringing much 
land under cultivation so that the 
owners might get credit on their 
water bills. It was openly asserted 
that the rate was aimed at owners 
of idle lands. Wores is one of the 
extensive land owners that the tar 
has hit. He owns 1700 acres of 
valuable farm lands near Braw- 
ley.

process or by the photographic, 
method. 


Or he may devote om 
energies solely to raising the value 
of currency, making a $1 bill read 
$10 or $100. 

The “base metal” boys take 
lead or some other base metal and 
mold it into good imitations of 
dollars. Very seldom do these 
crooks attempt to imitate gold 
coins, although it has been done. 

There are practically no steel 
engraver counterfeiters operating 
now. They were the expert crafts- 
men who cut their own plates by 
hand and who turned out a prod- 
uct that sometimes was hard to 
tell from the genuine. 

Photo engraving has eliminated 
the steel engraver. By a photo-

Reductions in the freight rates on farm products, whether they 
amount to 25 per cent or 10 per cent, will subject both the strong and 
weak systems to grave Onancial peril, yesterday asserted Carl R. Gray, 
president of the Union Pacific System, who is here on his annua! tour

“The growing intensity of the 
agitation for downward revisions 
in the rate structures of the west- 
ern carriers represents,” Mr. Gray 
sald, “the accumulation of false 


economic thought relative to the 
financial difficulties of farmers in 
the Middle West. Proponents. of

in the prices received for wheat 
and corn, fer instance, with the 
charges levied by the railroads for 
transportation, which has nothing 
to do with the trend of markets. It 
is an error in economic reasoning.”

All the Stanford family were giv- 
ep to mysticism, Jane Stanford, 
who believed strongly in spirits, 
most of all.

marily to protect travelers and em- 
ployees on trains. They are en- 
acted under the power to regulate 
| Congress, but the power to regu- 
late Congress has nothing to do 
with the power to ‘protect the cit- 
izen who uses the street crossings, 
but who may never ride on «4 
train. The latter power can only 
be exercised by the State. 

“If it should be said that the 
power of the State le to protect the 
public using the streets should con- 
flict with the operations of inter- 
state carriers which also use the 
streets, then it must be answered 
that as to such conflict the power 
of the State is supreme.” 

The brief recites instances in 
which the United States Supreme 
Court recently has made such rul- 
ings in similar cases, 

Touching on the question of the 
Southern Pacific's rights on and 
over Alameda street, the brief 
says: 
|;* “It can have nothing more than 
'& permit to use the city streets of 
the city pf Los Angeles. Such a 
permit is granted under the police 
power and the same permit may 
modify it for the protection of the 
people from danger. 

“It is provided in the California 
Civil Code that railroad corpora- 
tions may construct their roads 
along or on*any street or highway 
‘in such manner as to afford se- 
curity for life and property. We 
submit that this is an essential 
and continuing condition which 
the railroad company must fulfill 
if it ils to maintain its right to the 
use of the street. The commission 
found, and the Southern Pacific 
has admitted, that its road is not 
so constructed along Alameda 
street as to afford security for 
life and property. 

NOT A FRANCHISE 

“We respectfully submit that 
the right to @he use of Alameda 
atreet claimed by the Southern Pa- 
cific is a strictly limited one and 
that it is not in the true sense a 
franchise. It is a permit which, 
though not revocable at will, is 
necessarily subject to modification 
or even complete revocation when- 
ever the necessities of the public 
require it. The city could not 
alienate its police power to protect 
its citizens from dangerous condi- 
tions arising in a public street.” 

The brief concludes with the re- 
marks that “it was claimed that 
the order here under review re- 
quires the expenditure of an ex- 
cessively large sum of money. Not 
having filed plans, as directed by 
the commission, it is impossible 
for respondents ar anyone else to 
wavy what it will cost to comply 
with the commissioner’s order. 

“That the present conditions tn 
Los Angeles jugtify very extensive 
and costly changes is, however. 
clearly indicated both by the eeti- 
mates of engineer witnesses and 
by the application filed by the 
Southern Pacific and Salt Lake 
companies in’ which th sought, 
in another way, whether coaily 
or not cannot yet be determined, 
to accomplish some of the changes 
ahd improvements directed by the 
commission's order. 

“We reapectfully submit that the 
@ecision of the Supreme Court of 
California, here under review, 
should be reversed.”

GIVEN OVATION 


Man Who Halted Bolshevik 
Hordes Arrives Here 


Many Turn Out to Give Him 
Rousing Reception 
Is Guest of Pola Negri at 
Beverly Hills Home 


Gen. Joseph Haller, military 
attache to the Polish legation at 
Washington and famous as the 
Pershing of Poland, arrived in 
Los Angeles last night and again 
proved to be a conqueror. With 
a simple, crisp military salute the 
general brought cheers from the 
hundreds of citizens assembied at 
the Southern Pacific station to 
greet the noted war hero. 

Pola Negri, Polish actress and 
friend of the general, with four 
oungsters of the Los 
Olish colony all clad in native 
costume, were the first to greet 
the man who drove back the Bol- 
shevist invaders. Miss Negri pre- 
sented the general with a huge 
bouquet of American Beauty roses, 
while representatives of the 
United States Army and the 
American Legion greeted the 
general with a military salute. 
More than a hundred citizens 
from the city’s Polish colony con- 
tiued their cheering until the gen- 


eral and his party had entered 
Miss Negri’s limousine and were 
driven to her Beverly Hills home 
where the general will be a guest 
during his three-day visit to this 
city. The general is on a tour of 
inspection throughout the United 
States as a guest of the American 
Legion while studying conditions 
faced by his countrymen in Amer- 


ica. 

CROWDS GATHER 
Notables from many lands have 
arrived for a visit to Los Angeles 
but few have received a more pic- 
turesque reception than that given 
the Polish warrior. Long before 
the arrival of the special car Ad- 
vance of the Pennsyivania Rail- 
road at the station, a crowd of more 
than 200 had gathered at the exits 
awaiting the arrival of the train. 
On the platform more than 100 
more persons waited, the majority 
of them Los Angeles notables—

VALLEY LAND 


Big Pine Ranchers Would 
Sell Forty-five Hundred 
Acres to the Water Bureau 


An offer of 4500 acres of the 
lower Owens River Valley, to- 
gether with all the water now 
flowing through Big Pine Ditch, has 
bew! made to the city by the 
ranchers in the Big Pine Gountry, 
some of whom were recently stand- 
ing off the city’s agents With rifles 
and shotguns to prevent the theft 
of the Big Pine water. 

According to H. W. Otis, who 
owns 400 acres of the area in ques- 
tion, and who is here to confer 
with city officials on the subject 
the land is available at an average 
price of $246 per acre. There are 
about thirty farmers on the ditch 
and Mr. Otis says they are all will- 
ing to sell to the city. 

The Water Bureau has already 
acquired most of the land on the 
ast side of Owens River and con- 
trols all of the McNally Ditch and 
nearly half of Rawson Ditch. The 
proposed sale includes about fifty 
second feet of water in Big Pine 
Ditch and about thirty second feet 
from Big Pine Creek.
